A hundred years ago the Bank «f 
England kept its cash and securities 
tn a great oak box clamped with 
tron. From this the strong room oi 
to-day, constructed of armor plate 
aas been gradually evolved 

If a mob overcame the guards and 
“watch clerks” at the Bank of Eng 
land, they could not. possibly pene 
trate into the vaults, for their passage 
would be blocked by large reservoite 
of water. The strong room here is one 
of the iargest in the world The 
toundation, sixty-six feet below street 
level, is a bed of concrete twenty 
feet thick 

Above this concrete is a lake seven 
feet deep, and above that thiek plates 
of iron specially manufactured to re 
sist both force and skill. Any one 
attempting an entrance from above 
would find a similar bed of conerete 
a similar lake and similar plates 6 
iron. The walls are impenetrable 
while the doors are one foot thick 
weigh four tons and are made 
absolutely undrillable. 

Many years ago, when the strong 
room was less rigorously protected 
the directors were startled one morn 


ing by o letter from a man who sai¢ 
he had been in the vault. 

Some days later a heavy chest 
which had been abstracted from the 


“treasury.”’ was returned to the bank 


by the writer of the letter, who had 
gained entrance from the sewers. He 
was rewarded and given a pensicn 
for life
